This, accord- 
ing to the managers, is because they 
are so busy making love for the en- 
joyment of others 
during the winter 


months that the little love god ha» no 
chance to shoot his arrows through 
the wall of Indifference around their 
own hearts. 
All this Is changed, 


though, efter the steel drop makes its 
final descent and the waiting line at 
the box office is no more. Then the 
seeming love of stageland becomes the 
sure-enough brand and the Joy of Cu- 
pid is a thousand times more real 
than the winter love making of his 
victims. 


Herbert Duce, western 
representa- 


tive of the Shuberts and manager of 
the Garrick Theater in Chicago, says 
that fully 85 per cent of stage mar- 
riages are made in the summer time. 


SUMMER TIME FOR SUITORS. 
"The 
percentage of summer mar- 


riages among stage people is espe- 
cially heavy on account of the number 
of chorus girls who go into double har- 
ness at that time of the year," said he. 
"In the winter, when 
the girls are 


working, they are too Independent to 
think of marrying or anything else ex- 


cept some 
new way to spend their 


money. 
Then, 
when 
the 
summer 


comes around, they usually are broke 
and out of work at the same time. A 
pretty chorus girl never lacks an op- 
portunity to win a husband, and, con- 
sequently, when one of her numerous 
suitors suggests that they celebrate 
the end of the season by a trip to the 
minister she accepts with a readiness 
that surprises the young man all the 
more because of her previous adaman- 
tine attitude toward his love making. 
I have known girls to refuse a fellow 
as many as a. thousand times, I sup- 
pose, during the work season, only to 
accept him in the apring when he was 
on the point of giving up in despair. 


REJECTS CUPID FOR THESPIS. 
"When a girl enters the chorus it 


usually Is with the idea of staying in 
the profession until she makes a com- 
petent actress out 01* herself. This one 
Idea is constantly uppermost in her 
mind, and all her alms and energies 
are bent toward that one goal. She 
knows from the experience of other 
girls that marriage is apt to check 
her own flight upward, and for that 
reason she resolves flrmly to have 
nothing to do with It. 
This resolve 


she shelters carefully all winter; a 
good deal more carefully, in fact, than 
she does 
her 
salary. 
Then, when 


spring rolls around and she seen the 
theatrical season approaching its end, 
she begin* to wonder whorp sho can 


curtain In the last act.

Before

The chances are that her memory re- 
tains its elasticity, and that is one of 
the reasons we have so many summer 
marriages among the stage folk." 
COURT PUBLICITY IN 
DIVORCE. 


.A food many stage glrla entertain 
the idea, that a good way to secure 
that publicity so necessary to success 
back of the footlights is to marry a 
man and then divorce him. They fig- 
ure that if once they can get the de- 
tails of a startling divorce gase into 
the newspapers the road to thespian 
fame will be cleared of half Its diffi- 
culties. 
A few year* ago this Idea 


was considerably more prevalent than 
it is. now; 
like the stolen-diamond 


atory, it falls to excite the city edi- 
tors.

riages among the actors and actresses 
i> the fact that some stage love mak- 
ing is a good deal more real than it 
appears to those on the other side of 
the footlights. 
A young man an<i a

a*me company when it Is organized In 


New York or in one of the producing! 
houses of this city. When the season 
starts they are strangers, but it doesn't 
take them long to get acquainted, and 
then, when they find themselves in a 
love scene, each 
imagines, 
uncon- 


sciously, perhaps, that the other pos- 
sesses the virtues that are so plainly 
paraded before the audience. After a 
time, of course, their love making in 
the play is supposed to become me- 
chanical, but if the young woman is 
pretty and her eyes are deep and blue 
the hero gets Into the habit of think- 
ing that he would like to hol-d' her In 
his arms and repeat his lines some- 
times when the audience is not look- 
Ing. 
Secretly she wishes that he would 


do that thing, and then, before either 
of them" realizes it, their part in the 
play Is enveloped by an atmosphere of 
sincerity that does not always escape 
the critical eye of the audience. 
As 


the end of the season approaches, the 
man and the woman have taken the 
place of the hero and the heroine and 
the date is set for the wedding. What, 
then, could be nicer than a summer 
wedding? 
Both 
are tired out with 


their long siege of work and travel 
during the winter months and now, 
when it is summer, why not have a 
little rest and the culmination of their 
own romance? 


DEVELOP ROMANCES. 


Theatrical managers are a unit in 


declaring that the love scenes in many 


plays do nol end with the drop of the 
er, resident manager of the Colonial 
Theater in Chicago, and one of the 
best known theatrical men in the 
country, says that hundreds of real 
stage romances grow out of the seem- 
ing love making that Is a part of 
nearly every play. Says ho: 


"Stage people are susceptible to the 


same influences thut lead other young 
men 
and 
women 
Into matrimony. 


Naturally, when a man holds a woman 
in his arms and tells her In the most 
earnest way he can that he loves her, 
and that he will die for her, and then 
repeats the performance every night 
for a year or so, <why, he begins to won- 
der If there isn't a little more to it 
than the make believe. Much of the 
stage love making that is supposed to 
bo carried on as a matter of course is 
acted In deadly earnest. 
And then, 


too, the social life of most theatrical 
companies is no small part of their 
daily existence. 
When they are out 


on the road they have little to interest 
them 
except 
themselves 
and 
their 


work, and it Is not 
surprising tnat 


many courtships spring up. For some 
reason, though, the marriages usually 
are delayed until the companies re- 
turn to the cltlea, which Is late in the 
spring or early summer. 


DISLIKES MARRIED LOVERS. 
For some reason the public has an 


aversion to love scenes in which the 
parts are taken by a. couple that is 


married. I suppose unmarried theater- 
goers reason that this detracts from 
the reality of the scene, and it is log- 
ical to assume that married couples 
do not want it that way, for the reason 
that they know it could not be true. 
They cannot grasp the Idea of a mar- 
ried pair of lovers. 


Whatever the reason, it remains 


a fact that 
the 
show-going public 


wants unmarried interpreters for the 
love parts, and this is one of the rea- 
sons, I suppose, that real stage lovers 
postpone their marriage until the sea- 
son is over. TheXnext winter they se- 
cure employment in different 
com- 


panies, If possible, where the fact of 
their marriage makes little difference 
In their value as actors." 


It Is estimated that between one and 


two hundred actors and actresses are 
married In Chicago each year. 
Most 


of these, of course, are chorus girls, 
and some are residents of other cities. 
Of those who are married here, the 
great majority are married in tho 
months of June and July. This is about 
the time that most of the traveling 
show companies disband for the sum- 
mer and a little too lato for those who 
would prefer a summ-er vaudeville en- 
gagement to get a place on the bills. 
Crowded out of both places, they sim- 
ply have to admit to the little love god 
,that they are cornered and1 that th«y 
[are willing to listen to his terms of 
surrender.

The Lord foond that oot in the gairden o' Para- 
dise and there's no muckle change between the folk in Eden and the 
folk in Wigtown." Not only Is there this inherent taete for forbidden 
fruit but opposition rarely fails to awaken a sense of martyrdom 
which will go far to strengthen the misplaced affection; while, with 
judicious Indifference or mild and doubting tolerance it might have 
died a natural death. There is no denying th« fact that parents are 
often placed in great difficulties by their daughter's love affairs. 
They may refuse to countenance an engagement, holding it to be 
their bounden duty so to do, but they cannot change the minds of 
the young people. It is not infrequently a question whether the af- 
fair shall go on fn secret, nominally unknown to them, or whether 
they shall so far'countenance it a* to leave no excuse for deception, 
which is in most case* the most Judicious course. Indeed, now that 
so much legitimate freedom la given to girls, a man is scarcely act- 
Ing honorably when he wooes his lady love "under the rose," and so 
exposes her to the tongues of scandalmongers,

Neither is it strictly honorable for a man to make a girt an offer 


of marriage when he knows that her parents have a pronounced and 
well grounded objection to him as a son-in-law. So long as she IB 
under age or In a dependent position he has no right to ask her to 
either deceive or to defy those to whom she owes duty and obedience. 
The daughter who comes short in her filial duty cannot reasonably 
be expected to make a good wife. 


No man ought to resent being closely questioned 
before he is

Basketball Game 


llVIM Remain Same 


NEW YORK, July 27.—There will be 


no unlflciiflon of thd basket ball codes 
about which so much has been said re- 
cently. 
The 
Amateur Athletic 
Union 
and the SnteRcollegia-te authorities in con- 
ference have decided that the best In- 
terests of the sport will be conserved 
by two separate codes. The reason as- 
signed is that the game which the col- 
legians play IB too strenuotis to be adopt- 
ed for the use of men in athletic clubs 
and Y. M, C. A,s who are not in constant 
training, and the college men 
do not 


want a less vigorous game. 
In conse- 


quence both authorities have agreed to 
discourage game* between colleges and 
athletic clubs. 
If possible, there will be 


no such games hereafter. 


The college /basket ball authorities met 


in conference to-'dlscuss the basket ball 
situation at the Hotel Imperial recently. 
Plans were formulated to change 
the 


rules materially for the elimination and 
punishment of rough play, and to control 
the basket 
ball 
situation 
effectively. 


Ther* were present at that conference 
representatives of twelve different col- 
leges, and Wh&t' IB done will .be binding 
upon the whole collegiate body. 
The 


rules are to Tie recodlfied in exactly the 
same way a»-wa» done m football. 


A committee wa* appointed to do this 
work. It-was instructed to make such 
changes as would secure the better en- 
forcement of rule* rather than'the *n- 
tenslye alteration of "the code. However, 
there were changes made, adding certain 
restrictions against rough playing, com- 
pelling disqualification for obvious of- 
fenses, and ijl»,ns made to so define all 
foula that there can be no 
nrffetsjclng 


them. 


The mo»t Important thing, however, 
was tne starting, of a movement to ob- 
tain efflcUmt officials. 
In precisely the 
same way as the Intercollegiate football 
rules committee has assumed th* super- 
vision, of the appointment of football of- 
ficial*, so the authorities "are 
to talc* up 
the basket ball official situation. Lieu 
of competent basket ball officials »r* to 
be prepared, men are to be systematically 
.coached in the interpretation andi en- 
forcement of nil**, and there are to be 
conferfnces of officials until th* strict 
enforcement of- rules,is assvtred, 


It is believed that by this means the 


main evil* in basket ball will be elimi- 
nated In the cplleg*». Then by strictly 
pmUbitlng collegijttts from 
playing on 
oguid* teams, by discouraging competi- 
tion between coU«ges and athletic clubs, 
'and long barn-storming trips about the 
country, it is expected that tit* whole 
will k* cleared up. .

TORONTO, July 27.—It does not talt*

generation, Tom Longboat, the celebrated 
Onondago Indian, has, in the course'of a 
few months, learned the white man's 
ways to hi« own undoing.

Vp Until thaf time ho worked on 
hl» .mother's farm on the reserve- near 
Caledonia tihd; was ati unsophisticated 
country youth. " He lived a good, clean llf* 
and wan Always in perfect condition and 
seldom had to do any training to beat ths 
best runners he stacked up ogainat. Af- 
ter winning that no*' historic race, glory 
was pushed at him in such great quanti- 
ties that it. turned the young man's bead. 
He wa* flrst taken to Hamilton, wher* 
he spent considerable time learning the 
ways of the men in big towns, then hs 
went to Toronto, where a job was secured 
for him, and he was treated in a manner 
utterly unlike anything he had ever been 
accustomed to. He went to Buffalo and 
thence to the crowning event of his llf*, 
th* Boston Marathon. Automobile* wer* 
at his service and everything? ho could 
desire. 
But this, was only during rmc* 
time. After the events in which he took 
part W«re fHilnhed It was back to his to* 
for Tom, and the'tndlan no doubt thought 
it was out of place that one day h* 
should ride hi a tonneau and the next 
day on ehank's mare. He Is too young to 
•lie these things up. and ,thcn besides 
his Indian blood and early training ar* 
not conducive to hi* adapting hiniuelf t* 
conditions.

Besides other things Tom learned th* 
effects of strong liquors and the firewater 
acted upon him a* it always has upon 
members of his race. Not many weeks 
ago he Journeyed across the lake to Ham- 
ilton, and ther* met. some/old cronlw.

in the ««wt to wean his allegiance from 
the Toronto club.under whose colors he 
ran. An agent of the .club, however, got 
wind of ths doing* Jn the ambitious city 
and Went after t&* istrdyinK, nmn«r. H* 
succeeded in persuading him to return to 
Toronto, but only the old'Job wa* atili 
waiting, and Tom thought -of <ti* merry 
days In Hamilton where he sot whatever 
h« wanted and wJwDfeyer he asked for 
It. The result was,'that he slipped awa/ 
again, and is now probably gone for good, 
as the club which had raced him her* 
will now have no more to do with him. 
If Longboat keeps, up his present gait 
the greatest runner- of them all will noon 
be down and out.

the bacteria count must not exceed 
100,000 per cubic centimeter and dur- 
ins^ihe winter 75,000. During the winter, 
foaeterla does not develop in the cold 
as rapidly as in the heat of summer. 
Ihf Babcock method is used in analy- 
sing nHUtv It generally takes an hour 
to wialyke butter fat and other pre- 
servatives by this method. The milk 
examined from stores generally 
runs 
high in bacteria count; in other words 
It is dirty, and frequently below the 
standard In butter fat.

Dr. Nusbaumer Is of the'oplnioh that 
a great deal of trouble: in the matter' of 
spreading diphtheria is caused-by per- 
sons who,. while convalescing* do no1 
remain indoors, and not kept isolated 
until there Js absolutely no risk of in- 
fecting others with the dread disease. 
Numerous outfits are provided by the 
laboratory for typhoid cases,

brought to the bacteriologist and the 
nature of the disease is readily detec- 
ted under a ^microscopla examination. 
All media, and,all solutions ustsd-in-fche

tics Is observed of necessity in all of 
their laboratory work. The materials 
for examination is the best that can be 
obtained. 


The city bacteriologist has success- 


fully examined fifty-seven diphtheritic 
cases, thirty-one for typhoid and seven 
for tuberculosis. The tubes for carry- 
ing the baccilt to the laboratory, are 
supplied by Dr. Nuabttumer. They are 
thoroughly sterilized aiM contain

wire ^wrapped with cotton. The reac- 
tion of the typhoid bacilli may also be

Sir Liang ex- 
pressed himself to the effect 
that the 


Chinese we're treated kindlier In Oak- 
land than elsewhere. 


HAVE NO BATHS. 


A tent like type of architecture pre- 
vails. The houses are In harmony with 
their environment. There la but one en- 
trance to each encampment which is dl- 
vJded off lrto sections. 
Plants are to 
be seen in srlazed and ornamented pots 
arranged in rows along the walks and 
wtndowsllls, but not one Is planted in the 
gardens. Under the projecting eaves of 
the houses hang electric lights free to 
all.There are no bathrooms provided for 
the refugee* In the entire settlement. 
The Chinese as a people are not addicted 
Wty much to bathing, anyway, and as 
a. general rule. 
''3 LI^E LOOKS DEADLY DULL. 


1 ' lilfe in this settlement would be con- 
sidered by us deadly dull. After work Is 
over there la nothing to do but go to 
•bed. It is not considered respectable to 
go out walking after the sun has set and 
consequently they have no way of pass- 
Ing the evening. The Chinese In this en- 
campment are 
extremely clannish and 
will go through blood and flre to protect 
and stay by their own people. 
• 
RICK IS LUXURY. 


The Inhabitants of this settlement can 


only afford rice as a luxury. They call 
iiliemMives "sweet 
potato 
people," for 
that is their usual food. They rats* veg- 
etables In the gardens such as sweet po- 
tatoes, 
beans, 
cucumber*. 
summer 
squashes and watermelons. These food 
staple* enguge the 
time and attention 


of the Chinese agriculturists of the en- 
eampment. The patient toil, so charac- 
teristic of the Chinese, reveals Itself in 
this open Held. On such a frugal diet as 
rice, or on even a scantier one, do the 
Chinese fanners and millions of the la- 
boring classes perform their dally tasks. 
The vegetables In the gardens are delug- 
ed wl.th buckets of water morning, noon 
and night by the Chinese who live in the 
settlement. 


rONQ CHILDREN BRIGHT. 


The Chinese children of the settlement 
attend the public school which Is located 
in the mid*t of the encampment for con- 
venience. 
The Fong children, who are 
native born are the only Chinese from 
outalde their own village. The little Fong 
girls are unusually bright and clever In 
their work. The Chinese child is heavily 
handicapped when he commences his ed- 
ucational course, for the language .of the 
fireside is not the language of the books.

STRAUS TO STOP ALIENS 


SMUGGLING OVER BORDER 


Secretary to Make Effort to Give Country 


Beneficial 
Distribution of 


Foreigners. 


Socretaiy of Gommorce and Labor 


Oscar Straus, -who has been on thia 
coast for the last week, eaya there 
was no expectation on his part that 
the rules regulating the admission of 
aliens, or his visit of Inspection 
to 


order stations, will materially reduce 
Immigration. He hopes, however, that 
a redaction may be effected In 
the 


number of persons who smuggle them- 
selves across the border. A report of 
these conditions will be made for use 
by the State Department aa the basis 
of Ita representations to Japan and 
China with the negotiation of new 
Immigration treaties with these coun- 
tries. 


In spite of many obstacles and pre- 


vious failures, the efforts of Secre- 
tary Straus and of the commission, • 
consisting of nine- members, beaded by 
Senator Dlllln^ham of Vermont, w.ho

Ml SB May Button, the American tennis champion, went to England 
to try conclusions with Ml»» Pouglae for the championship of the 
world. Every American newspaper from one coast to the other had 
detailed accounts of every move that wa» made by the plucky Cali- 
fornia woman in her fight for the tennis supremacy. Twenty years 
ago. the same newspapers would not have given the event one-tenth 
of the apace, and some of those that had glowing accounts of the 
mntch would not havo mentioned it at all had it happened during 
the last decade. In golf It is the same way, and It is accepted as a 
matter of course nowadays that the women's golf championship 
contests are as Important as those of thn men and the public divides 
its Interest evenly between the two classes of contestants.

The public park commissioners in Chicago, realizing the Interest 


that women and giris are taking In athletics, have made apodal pro- 
visions for them in the way of gymnasiums and athletic fields In all 
the parks. In basketball a girls' team has been organized in every 
p&rk in the city, and in some of the playgrounds a dozen or more 
teams have their headquarters.

Misunderstandings over 'house- 


hold finances have from the be- 
ginning of time been one of the 
most fruitful causes of dtivorce. 
That, the natures of married men 
and women have changed is not 
conceded. Human nature is the 
the same. T!he strain upon it 5s 


greater. No nature can with- 
stand constant bickering1 over Kt- 
tle things, constant worry over 
small money matters, 
incessant 


counting of pennies. Some brave 
spirits can keep love alive even 
under such distressing circum- 
stances, but riot many. 


A 20 per cent flat decrease in 


the price of groceries today would 
wipe out the increase in the di- 
vorce rate. Restore the meat bill 
to a possible basis and happiness 
will return to many -homes. The 
beef trust, the woolen trust, the 
leather trust, the rental trust, the 
grocery trusts have caused di- 
vorces to increase.

evidence before execution naturally would 
not demand that the a-venger waste his 
time upon a private inquiry. The holy 
shotgun must not be retarded on its sum- 
mary errand by mere formalities. To ask 
that the ' avenger should at least first 
aasuxe himself of the justice of bin cause 
would be to infringe anger's privilege. 
Of course the unwritten. law encourages 
murder, but, then, there Is a firm and 
widely held belief thajt murder is the 
mainstay and ancient prop of civilisation , 
Wlthopt it man would fink to/ depths 
which his self-respect revolts at contem- 
plating. No man "with red Mood in his 
veins" will permit society to avenge all 
his wrongs; when he does, why, the firm 
believers in the necessity of murder will 
despair of humanity's future. 
Civilised 
man will let society take care of the 
thief who steals his goods, the man who 
slanders away his reputation or the man 
who slays those near and dear to him, 
but the man whom some woman accuses, 
justly or unjustly, that man mustbe mur- 
dered by a member of her family There 
are wrongs whom requital a man's sense 
of the place he fills in the eyes of his 
neighbors compels hi mto take Into his 
own hands. The unwritten law is found- 
ed 3«H "thl*'widely <aiffus*a opinion'that 
murder-1* a thing wbidh a. man'1 of fine 
sensibilities cannot g«t along; without? 
Not only is murder encouraged by the 
decision of the Virginia jury, but perjury 
is properly encouraged along with It. If 
private vengeance is to be recognised it 
will be extremely handy, to explaaln, an 
act of 'Vengeance upon the ground tbat 
some wvtnan in whom the avenger had a 
natural interest told him a story which 
made him grow "extremely pale" and 
reach for the shotgun. No man of fine 
sensibtlltie* will doubt a woman's word: 
to murder is much more honorable* and 
no Jury of fine sensibilities will doubt it 
either.- The story may in some cases be 
an afterthought to make the homicide 
Justifiable under the unwritten law, but 
It must oot be open to question. The un- 
written law must be kept- free from the 
refinement*; subtleties tad rales of evi- 
dence that «UaraditerHes'tHe written'law. 
Perjury Is mlaconduot 'unknown to it 
The written law should' properly treat 
•perjury as a possibility. But a law made 
for gentlemen of nne sensibilities may 
safely ignore peaJury.—New York Tri- 
bune.
